Company Officials Obdurate. 


To

strike if the local traction heads did 
not agree to the arbitration with their 
men, the officials of tho Philadelphia 
Rapid Transit company made curt re­ 
sponse, announcing that it had said its 
last word on arbitration and that if 
tn<- widespread strike depended on its 
yielding to the arbitration demands the 
strike would have to come. 
Possible trouble was indicated by 
th*■ announcement of the committee j 
that it would hold an open air mass | 
meeting at the National League base 
hall park. 
The police declared that , 
the meeting would not he permitted. \ 
hut following this declaration the men j 
reiterated their intention of holding it j 
The strikers declare their meeting will 
be orderly, and that there will he no 
just cause for interference. 
Car lines in the business and resp 
deuce districts were apparently moi* 
largely patronized than on any day 
since the strike began. 
An important accession to the ranks 
of the strikers was announced from 
Camden. N. J., where 1,500 carpenters 
went out. 
About the same number 
quit work at suburban points along ! 
the Pennsylvania road’s main line, and 
the men declared that if necessary , 
2,500 more carpenters would he called | 
out in Montgomery county, next adja 
cent to Philadelphia.

The Blizzard of 1888. 
“ I was living in O’Neill, Neb., at the 
time of the great blizzard in 1S8S,” 
said a Nebraskan, "and had just left 
the office to go home for dinner when 
the blizzard struck. I started to cross 
the street to a drug store, but when I 
reached the other side I found myself 
halfw ay down the block from my des­ 
tination. The fine wind driven snow­ 
flakes filled the air so that I couldn't 
see my hand before me. I finally work­ 
ed my way hack to the drug store, 
where a number of other men had 
taken refuge from the storm. 
School 
had Just been dismissed for tile noon 
recess, and we knew that nearly 300 
children were out in the storm. 
Se­ 
curing long ropes, the crowd started 
out to rescue them. 
W e found them 
huddled in doorways and by the sides 
of buildings. The children caught hold 
of the ropes and were led to shelter by 
their rescuers, whose sense of direc­ 
tion gradually returned to them. 
Every­ 
one of the 300 school children iu tile 
town was got home in safety. 
But 
seven schoolteachers were frozen to 
death in the country during the bliz­ 
zard aud thousands of cattle died. The 
thermometer fell from about tile freez­ 
ing point at noon to 20 degrees below 
zero that night. It was the worst bliz­ 
zard I ever saw. aud I never want to 
experience 
another 
like 
it.” — Des 
Moines Register and Leader. 


Washington,

IO.— Secretary i 
of the N avy Meyer submitted to con­ 
gress figures tending to show that the 
increased cost of living is not con- j 
fined to the United 
States, hut 
is 
worldwide. 
In response to a resolu­ 
tion passed a few days ago Secretary 
M eyer forwarded a statement showing 
the relative cost of food supplies for 
Am erican naval ships in home and 
foreign ports. 
Generally it is shown 
that it requires a fatter pocketbook to 
do jackie’s marketing in foreign lands 
than in the United States. 
Secretary M eyer’s figures will 
he ! 
used by the Republicans to combat 
tile theory that the Payne tariff ha 
been responsible 
for the 
prevailing 
high prices. 
His statement comprises 
a detailed comparison of food prices 
in this and other countries and con 
tains some interesting sidelights on 
the Am erican dinner table in the vari­ 
ous cities of the United States. 
The figures Secretary M eyer gives 
are for purchases for the navy in 1909, 
the latest figures available. 
Newport, 
R. I., headquarters of the millionaire 
elite, ranks among 
American cities 
first in expensiveness. 
Fresh 
beef 
was bought for naval ships at this 
port for 9% cents per pound; Ports­ 
mouth, N. H., ranking second, with 
beef at 8.9 cents per pound. 
In no 
Am erican port was fresh beef bought 
cheaper than in Boston, where it cost 
7.3 cents per pound, this being the 
price also in Washington, D. C., and 
San 
Francisco. 
As compared with 
these home prices Uncle 
Sam paid 
IO % cents per pound for fresh beef in 
Havana, Cuba; 13.7 cents per pound 
in Panam a; 12.3 cents in Marseilles, 
France; 15 cents per pound at Gibral­ 
tar; 13 cents at Nice and 14 cents at 
Naples. 
So fresh beef is more than 
twice as expensive in Gibraltar than 
in Boston and almost twice as costly 
in the Italian cities. 
Fresh beef was most cheaply bought 
for the navy at Hongkong, where it 
cost only 6 cents per pound.

Washington, March IO.— The Ropub 
Means of Iowa. Wisconsin and Minne­ 
sota will receive no assistance from 
lh*1 Republican congressional commit 
tee in the next elections if their state 
conventions follow the wishes of tile 
state leaders and declare against the 
present tariff law. according to an 
article 
printed 
in 
the 
Washington 
Times, which says in part: 
Iowa, whose convention is scheduled 
for the early part of June, hafi two 
senators who fought the present tariff 
law tooth and nail. 
The leaders of 
the congressional committee are con­ 
fident that the convention will attack 
the 
tariff 
and 
the 
administration. 
When tills is done the committee will 
say: 
"Fight your own battles and win 
them if you can. 
You get no help 
from us.” 
A sim ilar performance is expected 
from Minnesota and Wisconsin. 
Opportunity is now being given tho 
insurgents to come back to tile reg­ 
ular reservation. 
They are being told 
that Cannon w ill not again run for 
the speakership of the house and that 
the house committee on rules will he 
enlarged. 


May Not Be on Rules Committee. 


It is also being put to them that an 
agreement may he reached later as to 
whether or not the speaker of the 
house should he Included in the mom- 
boyship of the rules committee. 
But little hope 
is entertained of 
such men as Victor Murdock of K an­ 
sas and members of the Wisconsin. 
Minnesota 
and 
Iowa 
delegations 
swinging into line. 
These men cannot 
afford to do it if they cherish th** 
hope of re-election by their people. 
Consequently they are put in the posi­ 
tion of renouncing 
the committee’s 
help in order to win votes at home. 
The published report that the com­ 
mittee has received a promise from 
Colonel Roosevelt to stump the Mid­ 
dle W est in the attempt to swing if 
into line cannot he substantiated here. 
There is no doubt that the committee 
would be glad to have his help. as ir 
is determined to do all it can between 
now and the time for the state con­ 
ventions to accomplish the result, but 
so far he has made no such pledge. 
It 
Is safe to say that he will come out 
with an endorsement of the adm inis­ 
tration, hut whether he could be in­ 
duced to go on the stump has not 
been decided. 


TO CONSERVE PUCLIC LANDS 


Representative Gronna of North Da­ 
kota Introduces Two Bills. 


Washington, March IO.— Represen­ 
tative Gronna of North Dakota, who 
is a member of the* committee on pub­ 
lic lands, introduced in the house two 
hills relating to conservation that were 
recently offered in the senate by Sen­ 
ator Nelson. 
One of them authorized the presi­ 
dent, at his discretion, to with ’n r ■ 
from settlement, location, .ale or en­ 
try any public lands of Hie United 
States and reserve them for forestry, 
water power, irrigation and other pur­ 
poses. 
The second bill provides for a j 
classification of the public lands ac­ 
cording to their principal value or use. 
Mr. Gronna w ill ask the public lands 
committee to make these hills tho 
subject of early hearing and he will 
make an effort to have them reported 
to tile house before adjournment.

Treasury Portfolio Was Not Pledged 
to Late Senator. 


Indianapolis, March 
IO.— Following 
the publication of a statement by the 
late Senator Platt to the effect that 
former President Benjamin Harrison 
had indirectly offered him the position 
of secretary of the treasury, W ii. ll 
M iller, attorney general under Presi­ 
dent Harrison, and Hie former presi­ 
dent’s law partner, gave out a state­ 
ment denying that Mr. Platt had been 
promised a position in the cabinet. 
Mr. M iller quotes a letter from Pres­ 
ident Harrison, which says in part: 
"It seems a little hard that a man 
who had made as good a record as I 
on the subject of promises, while a 
candidate and while in office, should 
he subjected to the imputation— if one 
is conveyed— that I had promised a 
cabinet office to 
Platt.

promptly 
negatived th** suggestion from New 
York that I should make some prom­ 
ise. 
"A s to Mr. Platt, as I told him when 
he came to see me after the election 
I never had so much as a suspicion 
that he wanted a cabinet offi* e, nor 
had I any thought at any time of giv­ 
ing him one.”
